A Machine That Prints end Folds Three 


Thousand Every Hour- 


There are various rumors and tales 


floating about unrn among those in the 
business concerning some wonderful ma- 
chinery over oa the viezt side'of the citv 
in a certain monstrous bookmaking es- 
tablishment. ' 


The '-novel machine" ia a large iveb 


press similar to the kiud newtpapers are 
printer! on, but arranged to take curved 
electrotypes of each page of a book in- 
Itead of a single lar^e metal cylinder 
casting. There are two cylinder, on 
each of Tvhich-H4 pages may be screwed, 
and as the loo# strip of paper goes 
through, first one feide is printed and thru 
the other, making it possible to print 288 
pages at every revolution. The strip of 
paper, after being carried over rollers 
which dry the ink., J$_£at, folded and 
brought together in the shape of a^amall 
volume, with the edges aU trimmedl Ev- 
ery time the great cylinder goes round n 
novel is printed, foldedaad.tefcmaed, and 
5,000 of these are turned out every hour, 
while, if it were necessary, 7,000 or 8,000 
might be the quota. 


From the printing press these books 


ire carried to a little machine that looks j 
like a sewing machine, and two vr.re 
stitches are taken in the back of each, i 
The stitched volumes are then carried to ' 
the covering machine, where they are put j 
aide to aide in a long feeding trough. At j 
the end of this is a little compartment | 
iarge enough to take a book, carried on ' 
an endless chain running over "wheels at ' 
each end. 
Indeed, there are a series of | 


ittle compartments on this chain, and j 
as the chain moves along each one re- 
ceives a book. As the book proceeds a 
wheel running in a gluepot presses I 
against its back, smearing it with glue, i 
A little further along there is a pile of ! 
covers that comes up at just the right i 
moment, leaving a cover sticking to the i 
gluey back of the book.

In this way 00 books can be covered i 


•very minute. Two hundred and fifty ' 
honsand of these paper covered novels ' 
are thus turned out every two weeks, and 
xtra editions «f 50,000 or BO are often 
worked in besides.—New York Commer- 
ial Advertiser.

It 
is, and has boon, all a matter of senti- 
ment. The banks have had the money 
right along, some of them carrying 
over 40 per eoiit of their deposit* in 
thsir reserves, but they were carrying 
it to provide against something they 
approhoiulod. Now the fears are gone 
and tho money is, for use. There has 
been, the aame change in tho ssvviiigs- 
bank depositor. He catches the new 
spirit uf< the bunker. His money, with- 
draws because of some dread, is now 
in the bank again. His fears are gone."

shall pay quarterly for a license to

s not shipped in for the purpose of such 
sale] any such property in job lots and in 
imited quantities, outside and away from 
any place of business established, fixed or 
maintained for that purpose, by paying a 
quarterly license of three dollars.

Dial clock indicates the time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
cal'.s the horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
care of tho animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post signal will be fined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1893. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, before 8 
o'clock f, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 6 p. u. 


Horses entered in pursescan only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex of the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
landicaps, and where other stipulated con* 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
torses that have not won before September 
at, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry ilve pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
be conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
>e paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 
Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
orso they are to start must be named by <J 
>. M. of tbe day preceding the race. 
No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trottln? and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
tbe rate of 60, 80 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar* the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of ths 
purse, which shall be divided prorata. 


In all two in three races horses not ivinnlng 
one beat in two must go to the stable; and In 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required unmber of 
starters appear they mar contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows 
66% to the first and tt'A to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may here- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating; , 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association roles to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Horse Association rules to govern all running 
races where they do not conflict with those 
conditions.
